The Supreme Court decision 
on May 5, 1968 in the case of 
the El Don vs. John J. Cunning- 
ham lent support to the fact and 
theory that a single, student- 
supported newspaper should give 
equal representation and present 
non-partisan opinions on behalf 
of all the ASSAC presidential 
candidates. More _ important, 
however, was the finding that all 
of the contested articles were the 
product of a single author, that 
man being the ASSAC president. 

The very nature of deep in- 
volvement in poltiics and particu- 
larly his staunch support and en- 
dorsement for one of the candi- 
dates should preclude him from 
authoring articles that are politi- 
cal in nature.

Dear Editor: 

Never before have I witnessed 
greater apathy and ignorance of 
the rules and regulations govern- 
ing a school student body than on 
our campus. What is happening 
on our campus? I am referring to 
the recent case brought before 
the Supreme Court of the Assoc- 


iated Students of Santa Ana Col- 
lege. During this hearing Mr. Bob 
Meyer brought charges against 
the Student Body President, 
Fuentes, the outcome of which 
was that President Fuentes was 
relieved of his duties as acting 
Commissioner of Justice because 
he openly supported Mr. Marsh 
in his presidential campaign. I 
am not aware how the court in- 
terpreted these charges brought 
forward by Mr. Meyer, but ac- 
cording to the Webster’s dic- 
tionary “‘To charge a public of- 
ficial before an authorized tri- 
bunal with misbehavior in of- 
fice” is called an impeachment. 
Mr. Fuentes, in the course of his 
duties as the president of the 
student body, assumed the dut- 
ies of active Commissioner of 
Justice as a result of the vacan- 
cy of this office. By definition 
he was actually impeached from 
this office, for he was both a 
public official and was relieved 
of his office duties or a portion 
thereof for misbehavior. However 
I am very surprised that neither 
the prosecutor nor the chief jus- 
tice took the pains to read a little 
further in the constitution, (on 
the basis of which President 
Fuentes was relieved), to see 
what really are the regulations 
concerning an impeachment. For 
their information I will refer 
them to Section 7, Item ‘E’, 
where it states “‘The senate shall 
have the power to: (e) impeach, 
by two third vote of the constitu- 
tional members any officers of 
the ASSAC for neglect of duty or 
conduct unbecoming an officer of 
the ASSAC,” and further, con- 
cerning the Chief Justice, Bill 
Dumper, in Article 5, Section 5, 
Item C, the constitution clearly 
states that “The Supreme Court 
shall have the power to: try all 
impeachments made by the sen- 
ate ...”, by the senate Mr. Chief 
Justice, not by an individual but 
by the senate and further, more 
than a % majority of the senate. 


I am not questioning the fact 
of whether President Fuentes was 
right or wrong. As you see I rec- 
ognize and respect ruling of the 
constitution and I am willing to 
let the elected senators decide 
that, for according to our con- 
stitution actions of this manner 
must carry the weight of the Sen- 
ate’s % majority before being 
considered by the court. I ques- 
tion the knowledge of the jus- 
tices concerning the constitution 
and I further am not only ques- 
tioning but also angrily protest- 
ing the action of Mr. Bob Meyer. 

It is a hard task to make a 
law yet it is harder to make this 
law effective. This last week we, 
the students of Santa Ana, watch- 
ed Mr. Meyer and the Chief Jus- 
tice violate the constitution in the 
name of the law, this ignorance 
of the law, in my opinion, is a 
disgrace.

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Dear Editor: 

On the afternoon of May 8, 
1968, I witnessed the Supreme 
Court hearing regarding Gary 
Young illegally erecting cam- 
paign posters in violation of the 
Supreme Court ruling rendered 
on May 6, 1968. I am not con- 
cerned with making value judge- 
ments regarding the allegations 
or the verdict, which has not 
been rendered at the time this 
letter was written. 


My complaint is with Chief 
Justice Dumper, the subsequent 
court room procedure, and dea- 
meanor. Mr. Young pleaded 
guilty with mitigation. The pro- 
secution was then permitted to 
call witnesses in an attempt to 
“prove” its case. Mr. Young in- 
terrupted, and cross-examined 
the prosecution’s witnesses from 
his seat in the audience. The 
prosecution then continued to 
present its case. Upon conclusion, 
the defense presented its argu- 
ments, called witnesses, and was 
interrupted by the prosecution. 


After lengthy verbal discourse, 
the following two _ irrelevent 
points of contention were raised: 

1. How long after the 6:00 
p.m.; 7 May ’68 deadline did 
Gary Young continue to erect 


signs? 


2. What was Gary Young’s def- 


inition of deliberate? 


It was apparent from the court- 
room fiasco that the court was 
attempting to determine the ex- 
tenuating circumstances of the 
case. They might have achieved 
their goal had they followed a 
more stringent and time-honored 
courtroom procedure. 


When a defendent pleads 
guilty, he is, essentially, waiving 
his right of trial, acknowledging 
his guilt, and praying for the 
court’s mercy. The court then de- 
termines the degree of guilt, in- 
tent, extenuating circumstances, 
and mitigation. The subject -is 
then sentenced. 


Had the matter been handled 
according to the latter proce- 
dure, the inquiry could have 
been speedily rendered. Further- 
more, the time element and in- 
tent is irrelevent;, no pertinent 
exceptions were cited in the Su- 
preme Court ruling of May 6, 
1968. Furthermore, the penalty 
for violation is clearcut and un- 
equivocal. According to Para- 
graph 5, Section VII (Publicity 
Code), of the Student By-Laws, 
“Any violation of the Regulations 
of Publicity shall be cause for 
the revocation of the Permit of 
Publicity and/or the issuance of 
a publicity citation to the viola- 
tor.”

So You Think You Want 
To Become A Writer? 


You’ve decided to become a 
writer. What is the first step to 
success. Undoubtedly you will 
pullout your grammar book and 
begin reading page by page, tak- 
ing notes on every article. But is 
this the real beginning? 

Before you know how to write 
well, you must earn the art of 
poor writing. Books and articles 
on good writing are numerous, 
but does our library stock any 
sound practical advice on how to 
write poorly? Probably not, but 
poor writing is so common that 
every educated person ought to 
know about it.

The world is divided into two 
camps, yourself and others. And 
the poor writer must take it upon 
himself to see that his work fol- 
lows three very important princi- 
ples. First (and most important) 
you must ignore the reader. Sec- 
ond be very vague and verbose 
and third never bother to revise. 
A little indirection in writing is 
good since the reader may see too 
much if he gets too close to the 
work. 

Now that you have the basic 
ingredients that go into essays, 
book reviews and term papers,

Place Second In EC Finals

Last Friday the Don track 
team traveled to Orange Coast 
College where they competed in 
the Eastern Conference track 
finals. To the surprise of Coach 
Speidel, the Don team finished 
second over all. 


The most stunning perform- 
ance was turned in by Sopho- 
more weightman, Mike Johnson. 
Through a super-human effort, 
Mike broke the Santa Ana school 
record and the Eastern Confer- 
ence record in the discus, with a 
throw of 167’7”. This tremen- 
dous throw earned him a first 
place in the Eastern Conference 
meet. Fellow weightman, John 
Tatum, placed third in the same 


‘event with a throw of 148’. Next 
the two weightmen teamed up in 
the shot put, placing second and 
third respectfully. 


Among the other highlights of 
the meet was the 440 yard relay. 
Lin Meyer, Terry Pershall, Don 
Eisner, and Eddie Steward team- 
ed up to run the second fastest 
quarter mile relay in the history 
of Santa Ana College. With a 
time of 41.8, the quartet man- 
aged to break the EC record for 
that event. However, the team 
was nosed out at the wire and 
had to settle for a second place 
finish.

9th In State 


Five months of intensive train- 
ing ended for the swim team last 
Saturday as they wound up this 
year’s winning version of the 
team with a 10-3 dual record, a 
second place finish in the South- 
ern Cal. J.C. championships, and 
a ninth place finish in the State 
finals which concluded Saturday. 

Five national records fell in 
the onslaught by the State’s top 
J.C. swimmers. Leading the par- 
ade was freshman swimmer Trev- 
or Charlton of Pasadena City 
College, who left after three days 
of competition with three nation- 


al records to his credit. He estab- 
lished records in the 1650 yd. 
freestyle, 1000 yd. free, and 500 
yd. free. His record in the 1000 
yd. free was set on the way out 
on his record breaking 1650 free. 

He broke two records in one 
event, but had to share honors 
in the 500 yd. free with the star 
of Foothill’s State winning squad, 
Ralph Hutton, as they finished 
with identical times of 4:38.0. 
This broke Huttons old mark of 
4:42.1 established last year at 
Bakersfield. 


NOT ONLY were the state finals in swimming held here last 
week, but also the traditional state finals water balloon fight. In

Eddie Steward is the man I’m 
speaking about. After finishing 
third in the 100 yard dash with a 
time of 9.8 sec., Eddie came back 
to win the 220 yard dash in the 
time of 21.1 seconds. Eddie’s 
time broke the EC record but 
due to the reading of the wind 
meter, which was taken in hur- 
ricane spurt of wind after the 
race, his record was not allowed. 


The distance team was well 
represented as usual. Keith 
Strodl captured fourth place in 
the mile with a time of 4:15.4. 
Roger Davis upheld Santa Ana’s 
tradition of having good 880 
runners by capturing a fourth 
place in that event, with a time 
of 1:55. Both of these runners 


are freshmen and are considered 
by many people as 1972’s Olym- 
pic material. Running hard races 
but unfortunately not placing in 
the finals were George Ross’s 
mile, Rick Muth’s two mile, Ro- 
ger Seymour’s two mile. 


In the highjump Baker man- 
aged to sail over 6’2” for a 
fourth place finish. Injured pole 
vaulter, Ed Ellett cleared, what 
is usually his starting height of 
13’6” for a fourth place finish. 
Former marine, Dave Cameron 
copped sixth place in the javelin, 
by hurling the rod 172 feet. Last 
but by far not the least Julian, 
Berger Steward, and Pershall 
combined their efforts to run 
3:20 in the mile relay.

Friday saw the Dons and 
Leon Filbeck blank the Citrus 
Owls 3-0. The next day Cypress 
returned to the Don field to re- 
play the tie game from March 15. 
The Dons again won 3-0 on a 
four hitter by John Vaught to 
give Cypress a taste of their own 
medicine as the Chargers had 
beat SAC the previous Tuesday. 

It was a chilly beak day up in 
Azuza and for the Owls it was 
even worse as the birds were 
only able to punch out two hits 
off the sensational Leon Filbeck. 
Filbeck has been pitching a little 
over three weeks and has won 
four games, and two of those in 
relief. 


The Dons scored in the second 
inning as Bob Ickes reached first 
on a throwing error by the Owl 
shortstop. Mike Reyes then sac- 
rificed him to second, and he 
went to third on a ground out 
and soon scored as Rick Stahr 
slammed a single to right field. 
The other two runs came in the 
fifth inning on back to back 
walks to Nick Estrada and Leon 
Filbeck and they both moved up 
a base on a passed ball, and soon 
scored on a basehit by John 
Jones plus an error by the third 
baseman. 

As John Vaught was breezing 
through the Cypress line-up the 
Don offense scored two runs in 
the fourth inning on a walk and 
two errors plus a sacrifice fly 
ball hit by Nick Estrada brought 
home two Don runs. The Dons 
also scored in the seventh on a 
single by John Jones, a sacrifice 
by Ron Umbaugh and a single by 
Toby Heath. Vaught ended up 


striking out 12 and walking one. 
Vaught now has a 5-3 record 
plus seven no decisions. 


Today the Dons will travel to 
Mt. SAC to play another make- 
up game. The last time the two 
teams met it went ten innings 
only to wind up a 3-3 tie. The 
team will be going all out for 
this game in order to close the 
season on a winning note and 
maybe end up in the second 
spot of the conference.
